■  Student  Union/Cafeteria/Bookstore:  The 
current  student  center  was  built  in  1 977. 

A  new  student  union  in  the  planning  stages 
now  will  include  a  book/convenience  store, 
food  services,  study  areas,  meeting  rooms 
and  a  recreation  and  fitness  area. 

■  Music  Currently  the  band  and  choir  are 
housed  in  the  5,644-square-foot  Music 
Building,  which  dates  back  to  1948.  The 
college  intends  to  renovate  the  existing 
cafeteria  to  house  the  band.  The  Music 
Building  will  house  the  Reflections  and  the 
EMCC  Choir  and  provide  classrooms, 
practice  rooms  and  space  for  individual 
music  instruction. 

■  Sports  Complex:  In  coming  years,  a  new 
sports  complex  will  enable  EMCC  to  recruit 
more  competitive  student  athletes.  It  will 
include  field  houses  to  accommodate  football, 
baseball  and  softbalL  In  the  planning  phase 
is  a  new  football/soccer  stadium  to  be  located 
on  the  west  side  of  campus  and  a  Foundation 
and  Sports  Museum  -  -  focusing  especially 
on  the  Bull  Sullivan  era. 

■  Baseball  and  Softball:  The  Lady  Lions 
softball  field  is  complete  and  the  men  s 
baseball  team  opened  the  2010  season  on  a 
newly-rebuilt  Gerald  Poole  Field. 

■  Chapel  in  the  Pines:  With  the  support  of 
EMCC  alurnnt  the  college  plans  to  break 
ground  for  a  fellowship  hall  in  the  near 
future. 

■  More  projects:  In  the  coming  yeara 
EMCC  also  hopes  to  build  a  security 
station/welcome  center,  a  20-acre  lake  and 
a  nine-hole  golf  course.  The  college  also 
plans  to  renovate  Stennis  HalL  Oktibbeha 
Hall  and  the  Hawkins  Vocational  Center.

■  Healthcare  programs:  In  fall  2009,  the 
State  College  Board  gave  its  final  approval 
for  an  Associate  Degree  Nursing  degree  at 
the  Golden  Triangle  campus.  EMCC  s  first 
ADN  students  started  classes  in  lanuary 
2010.  In  fall  2008,  EMCC  supporter 
Wayne  Fishback  donated  1 2  acres  near  the 
Columbus  industrial  park  to  the  school  for 
the  development  of  an  Allied  Health 
Building,  EMCC  officials  are  in  the  fund- 
raising  stage  for  this  project 

■  Student  Union/Cafeteria:  EMCC  plans 
an  anchor  building  to  offer  food  service, 
recreation  and  physical  fitness  activities,  an 
auditorium  and  conference  and  meeting 
rooms  for  both  the  college  and  the 
community. 

■  Renovation  of  Douglas  Building  Part  of 
the  original  Golden  Triangle  campus,  the 
Douglas  Building  has  provided  a  location 
for  training  in  welding,  electricity, 
machining,  electronics  and  many  other 
disciplines  for  40  years.  Plans  are  to  expand 
the  facility,  and  the  programs  it  offers,  in 
size  and  scope. 

■  Center  for  Manufacturing  Technology 
Excellence:  The  CMTE  is  an  advanced 
technology  training  center  utilized  by 
business  and  industry  within  the  EMCC 
district  to  conduct  worker  training.  With 
the  increasing  need  for  specialized  training, 
EMCC  plans  to  extend  the  facility. 

■  More  projects:  EMCC  also  plans  to  build 
tennis  courts,  replace  vehicles,  landscape 
and  repaint  building  interiors.

East  Mississippi  Community  College 
has  maintained  a  branch  at  Columbus 
Air  Force  Base  since  1972. 


■  In  the  beginning,  class  selections 
were  limited.  In  the  late  1980s,  EMCC 
began  offering  classes  year-round, 
helping  students  earn  associate' s 
degrees.  Students  attending  EMCC 
classes  at  Columbus  Air  Force  Base 
come  from  both  the  base  and  its 
surrounding  community. 


■  EMCC  offers  core  classes,  which 
students  can  transfer  to  a  four-year 
institution.  Or,  for  military  students, 
credits  transfer  to  the  Community 
College  of  the  Air  Force;  these  students 
can  complete  their  associate' s  degree 
with  EMCC,  or  pick  up  where  they  left 
off  at  their  next  duty  station.  In  2008, 
EMCC  also  entered  into  an  articulation 
agreement  with  Saint  Leo  University. 

■  The  CAFB  branch  is  a  "one-stop  shop" 
for  students,  offering  all  the  same 
administrative  services  as  EMCC  s 
Scooba  and  Mayhew  campuses  - 
admissions,  registration  business  office, 
bookstore,  etc. 

■  Recent  changes  at  the  branch  are 
designed  to  make  students  feel  like 
more  of  the  EMCC  family.  New 
bulletin  boards  have  gone  up  in  the 
hallways,  and  a  student  painted  EMCC 
Lion  paw  prints  on  the  wall  of  the 
administrative  offices. 

■  The  CAFB  staff  is  also  looking 
forward  to  moving  to  a  new,  more 
spacious  facility  -  -  a  building  on  base 
that  will  be  renovated  to  serve  as  an 
Education  Center. 

■  The  EMCC  staff  at  Columbus  Air 
Force  Base  lists  among  its  goals  for  the 
future:  Recruit  and  retain  more 
students,  involve  CAFB  students  in 
campus-wide  activities,  offer  more 
classes,  and  keep  the  education  of  the 
students  first  and  foremost  in  their 
minds.

■  The  Degree  Network  System  is  made  up 
of  colleges  and  universities  selected  by  the 
military  to  deliver  specific  associate' s  and 
bachelor' s  degree  programs  to  service 
members  and  their  families.  Schools  taking 
part  in  the  system  agree  to  special 
conditions  that  make  it  possible  for 
military  students  to  complete  degrees 
without  losing  academic  credits  when  they 
change  duty  stations. 

■  EMCC  wants  NAS  Meridian  personnel 
to  feel  welcome  in  Lion  Country.  All  active 
duty  military  and  their  dependants  may 
attend  sporting  events  at  East  Mississippi 
Community  College  free,  simply  by 
presenting  their  valid  military  ED  at  the 
entrance. 

■  The  EMCC  staff  at  Naval  Air  Station 
Meridian  lists  among  its  goals  for  the 
future:  Recruitment  and  retention  of  more 
students,  involving  NAS  Meridian  students 
in  campus-wide  activities;  and  offering  a 
variety  of  classes  to  meet  the  educational 
goals  of  its  students.

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East  Mississippi  Community  College 
opened  a  branch  in  West  Point  in  August 
2007,  renewing  and  strengthening  its 
commitment  to  make  education  more 
accessible  by  establishing  branch  locations 
in  throughout  its  six-county  district 

■  The  new  campus  was  especially 
meaningful  to  more  than  1,600  workers 
who  lost  their  jobs  when  Sara  Lee  closed  its 
plant  in  West  Point  Many  of  those 
workers  also  took  advantage  of  workforce 
training  classes  at  the  Golden  Triangle 
campus. 

■  The  campus  in  West  Point  is  the  result 
of  a  collaborative  effort  among  the  city  of 
West  Point  Clay  County  and  East 
Mssissippi  Community  College.  It  began 
with  the  signing  of  an  interlocal 
agreement  providing  for  the  renovation  of 
three  buildings  donated  by  the  Tennessee 
Valley  Authority.  The  physical  work  of 
building  the  campus  was  shared  among 
the  partners,  and  additional  funding  came 
from  the  state  of  Mississippi 

■  In  October  2008,  EMCC  announced  a 
tuition  guarantee  program  for  Clay 
County  students  -  -  the  result  of  a 
collaboration  among  the  college,  the 
CREATE  Foundation  and  the  West  Point 
Board  of  Supervisors.  The  tuition 
guarantee  program  has  now  expanded  to 
include  all  six  counties  in  the  EMCC 
district 

■  The  West  Point  campus  offers  Adult 
Basic  Education  as  well  as  Welding, 
Residential  Carpentry  and  Commercial 
Truck  Driving.  The  college  is  also  in  the 
process  of  adding  academic  classes.  An 
Administration  Building  has  been 
completed.  The  campus  is  also  home  to  a 
NAVISTAR  training  facility  the  local 
company  builds  two  kinds  of  vehicles  used 
by  U.S.  troops  in  Iraq  and  Afghanistan  - 
and  trains  the  workers  who  maintain 
these  vehicles  at  EMCC  s  West  Point 
campus. 

■  The  college  is  working  with  local 
officials  to  develop  a  permanent  branch 
location  in  Oktibbeha  County.

Electrical  Technology: 

The  Electrical  Technology  department 
offers  both  a  one-year  vocational  certificate 
and  a  two-year  Associate  of  Applied  Science 
degree. 

The  one-year  program  is  two  semesters  in 
length  and  prepares  graduates  for 
employment  in  residential  commercial  and 
industrial  electricity  settings.  Graduates  of 
the  program  will  possess  the  knowledge 
and  skills  necessary  to  plan  install, 
maintain  and  troubleshoot  various 
electrical  systems.
